Rabin: Israel missed 
opportunities during war

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 
referring to the apparent winding 
down of the Gulf war, suggested 
yesterday that Israei had missed cer- 
tain opportunities created by that 
conflict. 

Interviewed on Educational Tele- 
vision’s Erev Hadash programme, 
Rabin suggested that Israel bad not 
taken full advantage of opportuni- 
ties to pursue peace during the last 
10 years when the peace treaty with 
Egypt and the Iran-Iraq war were 
the dominant events in the region. 

In the first years, he said, Israel 
did not sufficiently follow up the 
opportunities for peace created by 
the Camp David accords. After- 
wards, he hinted, Israel did not take 
advantage of the greater diplomatic 
maneuverability enjoyed by Jordan 
in the region as a result of Iraq's 
involvement in the war. 

Only at the end of 1984 did Israel 
reap a benefit from the war when it 
reduced the defence budget, he 
said. 


Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir, 
speaking to reporters during a visit 
to Moshav Shekef, said the Iranian 
announcement had ushered in a new 
era, While it would take time to

The war 
had also pushed other states in the 
region, such as Saudi Arabia, to ac- 
quire modern armaments. 

Both Peres and Rabin said Iraq 
was finishing the war in basically the 
same position it had been when it 
attacked Iran. Rabin said the lesson 
to be learned from the Iran-Iraq war 
was that not everyone who begins a 
war stands to gain an advantage. 

Rabin agreed that it was not clear 
when or to what extent a cease-fire 
will be implemented in the Gulf. 
But, he said, fran’s announcement 
indicated a major change in its posi- 
tion, most likely brought about by 
Traq’s recent demonstration of its 
military strength. He held out the 
possibility, however, that Iran's 
move could be a ploy to buy it time 
to build up its strength. 

Rabin said he didn't see Iraq hur- 
rying to join a war against Israel. In

“The United States’ arms sales 
policy in the Middle East is not what 
it should be: a central element of 
overall U.S. foreign policy goals,” it 
said.

IRAN'S announcement two days ago that it 
was at long last prepared to do what Iraq had 
done ἃ year ago, which was comply with the 
Security Council’s-bid for a cease-fire in the 
Gulf War, should not have occasioned so 


Surprise. 
Already last week the Speaker of Iran's 
parliament, Hashemi Rafsanjani, who dou- 
bles as supreme commander of his country's 
armed forces, was hinting that a cease-fire in 
the war was in the offing.

Whether that was 
truly necessary is, however, moot. The illogic

The thesis of this paperback 
volume is that in their preoccupa- 
tion with the origins of the disease, 
Western scientists, politicians and 


journalists are not only hampering 

efforts to control it, but in the pro- 
cess are creating a racial backlash 
against its non-white vicitims, who 
include, in rapidly increasing num- 
bers, Africans, Haitians and U.S. 
blacks and Hispanics. 

The Panos Institute bills itself as a

Thus, Blaming Others argues: 
“But from the hundreds and thou- 
sands of individual tragedies which 
make up the worldwide tragedy of 
Aids, perhaps there is one benefit to 
be derived: it may eventually force 
international attention to the vul- 
nerability caused by unbalanced de- 


_velopment, both between the rich 


‘and poor nations, and within our 
individual societies. The great chal- 
Jenge of Aids is not only to outsmart 
a new virus...but to comprehend 
and change the vulnerabilities which 
ore the virus with such fertile 

Blaming Others presents ample 
statistical evidence that not only is 
Aids far from the exclusive province 
of middle-class, mainly homosexual 
whites in developed nations, but 
that its non-white victims, by virtue 
of their poverty, are in a critically 
disadvantaged position to combat 
the killer disease. But the argument 


does not stop there, and therem lies . 


its flaw. 

For while Blaming Others advo- 
cates the refocusing of attention 
from “risk groups” to “risk activi- 
ties,” -- it seeks to cast the Aids 
tragedy in terms of the West versus 
the Third World. 

Although the economic argument 
has merit, it is to slide a far piece 
down the slippery slope to claim that 
white Western societies are using 
the disease to reconfirm age-old ra- 
cial prejudices by pointing the finger 
at non-whites as the source of the 


epidemic. 

This is the underlying premise of 
Blaming Others — despite references 
to the tendency for many nations to 
blame foreigners in general and the 
U.S. in particular — leading one to 
question whether viewing the Aids 
epidemic through such a prism is 
perhaps just an exercise in further 
politicizing a disease that has al- 
ready had more than its share of .

BEIRUT - Almost oblivious to the 
conflict and destruction that sur-

Junior bank clerks are slightly 
better off — after buying their meal 
for two they would still have 5,000 
pounds (about $15) for the rest of 
the month out of their 20,000 
pounds salary. 

Many goods and services are sim- 
ply beyond the reach of the masses, 
say social workers. 

And many of the miilion or so 
peopie who live in the Christian- 
enclave around East Beirut struggle 
to keep up middle class appearances 
- some even selling furniture to 
make ends meet. But for many of 
Beirut’s businessmen, despite the 
odd artillery shell or two that whis- 
tles overhead, business is booming. 

On the Christian side of the green 
line battlefront, in a derelict com- 
mercial block in the former hub of 
the city, a two-man woodworking 
business illustrates the determina- 
tion to survive and succeed. 

“Tt has been quiet for more than ἃ 
year now. Occasionally a shell or 
two comes over but we just keep 
working,” says former militia fight- 
er Rene Badawi, holding a half-fin- 
ished table with his bullet-scarred 
arm. He and colleague George 
Khoury, who sell their kitchen units 
and furniture to big stores, agree

For Lebanese with little money to 
spend Beirut can be a frustrating 
Place to live, with long delays in 
fepairs to public utilities — even get- 
ting water on tap can be a problem.

“For us it’s bad. There are con- 
stant, long power cuts, you wait two 
days to have a shower, two days to 
get someone on the phone.” says 
Nada, 23, a teacher.
